One of the best lessons I have had this year wazT-.^m T'm&^]T&^&Tor\ the day she spoke to the school about her service project 

post-Katrina New Orleans. It was no longer enough, she said, to take responsibility for herself- to work hard and to do well in school: she 

had to do something more, to go outside herself, to help others. 

It's about responsibility and at an early age, we have none. Everyone does everything for us and we do nothing for anyone. Our parents get 

tired of this phase fairly soon and urge us to take more and more responsibility for ourselves: and we do... and we grow up... and move 

toward that illusive dream called freedom and independence. 

Somewhere in there, we start to look outside ourselves: first we see the needs of others, then we worry about others, and then, finally, we 

do something about it. We try to help. 

This may come as a surprise to some of you, but at 8CS. we have had students come to us who were still far too much in the first stage, 

waiting to be waited upon. A couple of months at BCS and they begin to understand that they are in fact responsible for the consequences 

of their actions {or inaction) and we build from there. We build toward you becoming responsible not only to yourselves but also to those 

around you, and in an increasing number of instances, to people whom you have never met. 

That's why I am proud of the numbers 104 and 66 and 41. 

Last year, the first time we focussed on the Duke of Edinburgh Award on a school-wide basis, you produced 104 bronze medals. This year, 

there were 66 bronze and 41 silver for a total of 107. This measures personal and social achievement, and these numbers are indeed 

impressive. But they are no surprise, 

Our extensive Student Life programme is built to foster teamwork, competition, sportsmanship, empathy, creativity, social responsibility. 

leadership, integrity, industry, discipline, determination, perseverance, courage and, please God, a sense of humour! 

At the first meeting of the year on September 5th, I explained that our objective was not just the academic education of its students, but 

equally important, the whole person education so that we graduate students who become responsible, contributing citizens of the world - 

people not just able to make a difference, but keen to make a difference. 

Think about all you've accomplished since then, and then think about all the times you heard yourself say, "Oh. I wish I had been a part of 

that!" 

When I look back, it's really hard to decide what the year's highlights were. ^^^^^^^ 

Academically, I think of certain individuals - I won't name them - who got on the effort list for the first time, and stayed there! I think of 

the flow of university acceptances... the annual First Fruits massacree... and I think of lessons taught as I visit classrooms and of 

lessons presented on that March morning by the Form II students, 

Athletically, I think of victories and defeats, of play-offs and championships, of the winning seasons - even undefeated seasons - and I 

especially think of the rebuilding grit and determination of our First Hockey team. " 

Artistically, I think of Stoker Arts and the Christmas and Spring concerts, of Leaving Home and Grease and generally, I think of the 

Black Watch Parade and Cadet Inspection on that magnificent miserable day, of winter carnival and adventure trips on long weekends and 

Round Square Day with Its walk for Amnesty International, of the Lieutenant Governor's visit and of Gwynne Dyer and Jake ELrrts. 

And indeed, you have accomplished a great deal this year, and you have tried to do even more. Wherever you go, whatever you do,' build on 

what you have learned here. 

Remember that you are responsible for the consequences of your actions. . . but being responsible for only yourself is not enough: you must 

take that responsibility beyond yourself and care for others. When you do, you will Indeed make a difference. 

This has been a great year because 60 many of you are already doing that. 

It's been a year to remember.
